ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DISTRICT  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF 
HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1958. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the  year 
ending  Jlst  December,  1950. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  population  once  again  showed  a 
fall  in  population,  this  time  of  ten,  which  was  half  the  previous  year’s  decrease. 

The  number  of  live  births  rose  sharply  to  55  from  22  in  1957,  hut  were 
still  less  than  the  1 95^  total  (42),  Two  of  these  live  births  were  illegitimate 
(none  in  1957)  and  the  number  of  still  births  decreased  from  four  to  one. 

There  was  no  maternal  mortality  during  the  year. 

For  the  second  year  running  there  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one 

year. 

Deaths  were  one  fewer  than  in  1957.  Deaths  from  Cancer  increased  from 
5 to  8 and  three  of  these  were  cancer  of  the  lung. 

Once  again  there  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  (for  the  third  year 
in  succession)  and  there  were  no  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  disease  notified.  Two  new 
oases  of  Non-Pulmonary  disease  were  received. 

Five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  but  the  disease  was  of  minimal 
severity  and  there  were  no  complications. 

There  was  a widespread  epidemic  of  measles  during  the  year,  II 5 cases 
being  notified. 

No  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred,

REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  5 1st  DECEMBER.  1Q58. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Member^ 

Barmouth  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 


I herewith  beg  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
district  during  19^8;- 

1.  Water  Supply, 


Early  in  the  year  we  carried  out  scraping  operations  of  the  trunk  mam  from 
the  service  reservoir  to  the  southern  end  of  the  town,  a distance  of  about  4 miles. 
The  main  service  reservoir  and  also  the  service  reservoir  on  the  secondary  water 
supply  undertaking  were  cleaned  out.  At  the  end  of  the  summer  season  we  carried  out 
scraping  operations  in  some  of  the  secondary  watermains  that  had  never  before 
received  suoh  treatment.  These  secondary  watermains  involved  a length  of  about 
2 miles  and  about  ^00  feet  of  old  2-ir"  diameter  pipeline  were  replaced  by  3" 
diameter  cement  asbestos  pipes.  It  was  our  intention  to  scrape  all  the  secondary 
mains  but  owing  to  pressure  of  work  in  other  departments  we  were  unable  to  do  so. 
The  supply  was  adequate  at  all  times  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  district  and  the 
results  of  periodic  sampling  were  all  "Highly  Satisfactory", 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 


During  the  latter  end  of  the  year  we  started  on  sewer  scraping  operations 
in  Park  Road. This  arose  following  a series  of  complaints  arising  from  flooding  of 
oertain  premises  after  exceptionally  heavy  rains.  The  sewer  was  partly  silted  up 
and  some  tons  of  silt  were  brought  up  to  the  surface.  After  completing  the  Park  Road 
section  we  continued  with  the  section  of  sewer  running  between  St.  Anne’s  Square 
and  theRoysT  Hotel. 

On  the  30th  December  we  discovered  a blocked  sewer  in  Church  Street  but  the 
blookage  could  not  be  removed  by  the  usual  methods  and  eventually  it  ended  up  in 
the  total  reconstruction  of  approximately  43  yards  of  sewer. 

3.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  were  no  cases  of  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams. 

4 . Closet  Accommodation, 

There  were  no  known  cases  of  change  over  from  the  dry  conservancy  system 
to  the  water  carriage  system. 

5.  Public  Cleansing:-  > 

Refuse  is  collected  by  a purpose  made  lorry  and  is  carted  to  a centrally 
situated  refuse  tip  within  the  urban  area.  The  tipping  ground  is  a piece  of  marshy 
ground  which  is  gradually  being  reclaimed  for  the  purpose  of  a recreation  ground. 
Tipping  is  being  carried  out  under  the  semi-controlled  system  and  blown  sand  from 
the  promenade  is  used  as  a medium  for  covering  the  tip.  Sand  is  the  only  material 
readily  available  for  this  purpose.  During  the  year  a new  refuse  collecting  vehicle 
was  purchased  to  replace  the  old  one.
